A message came Saturday announc­ 
ing the death of Hon. John J. T er­ 
rell, former land commissioner of 
Texas, who died while undergoing an 
operation in Sacremento, Cali. 
It 
was unexpected and a shock to his 
relatives 
and many 
friends 
here 
where he was raised. 
Mr. T errell’s 
parents were among the earlier set­ 
tlers of this county, having settler 
here in 1 854. 
He was born here in 
1857, and resided here until he mov­ 
ed to Austin, accepting a position un­ 
der Land Commissioner Hall. 
He 
was educated at the Southw estern 
University and immediately upon his 
return from college was elected coun­ 
ty surveyor of this county and, at Lie 
next 
election, 
district 
cleik. 
He 
served under Land Commissioner W. 
L. McGaughey, as chief clerk of the 
school land departm ent and as chief 
clerk of the land office under George 
W. Finger and Judge Chas. Hogan. 
He was then elected land commis­ 
sioner and served three term s, vol­ 
untarily 
declining 
to 
again 
lun. 
While commissioner, he advocated, 
and had passed, the law refill iring 
competitive bids for settling our pub­ 
lic school lands and thereby saved 
many millions of dollars to our pub­ 
lic school fund. 
At the time of his 
death he was superintendent under 
ii on. Cato Sells of the Indian reser­ 
vation at San Carlos, Ariz. 
He leaves 
surviving him his wife and three 
children, Otis Terrell of Austin; Mrs. 
John P ritchett of Albany, N. Y., and 
J en nine Jewell, a single daughter. 
His mother, Mrs. E. C T e n ell, who 
is 88 years old, known as the “ m oth­ 
er of Decatur. . /ppj.JiLTdlsff - -As#1"' 
ct am es Lucian Renshaw, S. A. Lil- 
lard, Sr., and D. H. Payne of Deca­ 
tur, and Mrs. J. F. Lillard of Tem ­ 
ple;

John J. Terrell, notice of whose 
death has been received in Austin, 
died as a resulto f injuries received 
last Monday evening when he was 
struck by an automobile driven by 
an unidentified man, according to a 
clipping from a Sacremento newspa­ 
per received by Mrs. Terrell, who is 
now in Austin. 
Mr. Terrell was United States In­ 
spector of Indian Lands at San Ca> - 
los, Ariz., and had gone to Sacramen­ 
to to negotiate for a site in Shasta 
county as a home for some of the 
Arizona Indians. 
He was on his way home to Arizo­ 
na when he was injured at Sacramen- 
to.

The clipping was the first news 
Mrs. Terrell and family had had >> 
the cause of Mr. Terrell’s death, the 
message to them only stating that 
he had died on the operating table. 
Mrs. Terrell has come to Austin 
to live and will occupy the old Ter­ 
rell home at 207 W est Twenty-first 
street. 
The body of Mr. Terrell arrived 
Tuesday afternoon and funeral ser­ 
vices were held at the residence on

Hospital library service maintained 
by the American library Association 
during the war was credited with great 
value In aiding In the recovery of many 
sick and disabled men. 
There are still In our hospitals more 
than 10,000 former service men. 
Of 
these nearly 8,000 are In Public Health 
Service hospitals, the remainder In 
civilian hospitals. 
Books, magazines 
and newspapers are sent to these men 
from the American Library Associa­ 
tion. 
In the larger hospitals, contain­ 
ing over 300 patients, special librarians 
are placed. 
To the smaller hospitals, 
til rough the co-operation of m any pub­ 
lic libraries, library visitors are sent 
to visit the w ards once or twice a week 
and learn the hook needs of the pa­ 
tients. 
A special effort is made to supply t< 
ex-service mon in hospitals the books 
in demand as a result of the training 
given by the Federal Board for Voea- 
tional Education. 
More Books for Blind. 
The A. L. A., in cooperation with 
other agencies already interested in 
work for the blind, is printing books 
in the new Braille type. 
Because of 
tile newness of tile revised Braille 
adopted for teaching to the American 
war blind, literature printed in it is 
limited 
to 
fewer 
than 
200 
books. 
Though the total number of blinded 
soldiers is small, their need of hooks 
Is great, and the “magic of p rint” can 
do much to restore hope and useful 
ness to them. 
Not only for former service men who 
are sick or disabled is the association 
working. 
The value of hooks proved 
so great to men in camps fiiat efforts 
are still being made to connect dis­ 
charged soldiers and sailors with libra 
ries wherever they may he. 
Hundreds 
bf letters have reached A. L. A. head­ 
quarters from form er service men tell­ 
ing of the lack of library facilities in 
particular localities to which those 
men have returned. 
Direct Service Provided. 
In many cases there is a state libra­ 
ry commission or a nearby library to 
which a man can he referred for the

from the A. L. A. W ar Service, 24 West 
Thirty-ninth street. New York city. 
Tile only expense in connection with 
these loans is prepaym ent of return 
postage on hooks borrowed.

Other Work Being Done. 
Other branches of work which the

if $4,000,000 is given the excess will 
be about $3 per pupil.
